The City of Sierra Madre 
would again like to remind 
the property owners who 
now have available sanitary 
sewer lines that certain pre¬ 
cautions should be taken in 
connection with signing an 
agreement for connection of 
your property to the sewer 
lino. 

1. Read carefully the 
agreement. Verbal state¬ 
ments don’t mean any¬ 
thing. 

2. Get an EXACT PRICE 
on the COMPLETE job. Any 
reliable contractor will care¬ 
fully investigate the work 
and tell you just what it 
will cost. 

3. Check whether the con¬ 
tract includes backfilling 
the cesspool (which is re¬ 
quired by State law). 

4. Check on protection to 
shrubs, lawns, walls, walks, 
etc. Some contracts disclaim 
all responsibility for dam¬ 
age and so the workmen are 
very careless. 

5. Check to see whether 
fittings, plumbing altera¬ 
tions, etc. are included.

In place of 
these, plant the heat-loving 
bedders lor late summer 
and fall color. In the bed¬ 
ding line, Salvia is good. So, 
too, is Cockscomb, Verbena, 
Zinnia and Marigold. Dwarf 
dahlias are quick-color 
shots in the arm, and Pet¬ 
unias can still be counted 
on for plenty of bloom. 

Crowded clumps of Beard¬ 
ed Irish may be lifted and 
divided, and new varieties 
may be obtained in the nur¬ 
sery for planting this 
month. Give them a sun¬ 
drenched spot and work up 
a deep bed, with steer 
manure down under for the 
roots to anchor in. Keep new 
iris plantings watered un¬ 
til they are well established. 

Other than bedders and 
Iris, nurseries are alive with 
color from such summer 
standbys as Tuberous Be¬ 
gonias, Fuchsias, Chrysan¬ 
themums and roses, all of 
which provide instant color 
for the needy garden. 

If you are a would-be 
vegetable gardener, snap 
beans, squash, beets, car¬ 
rots, chard and radishes can 
be planted from seed for 
late harvest ,while plants of 
pepper, eggplant and toma¬ 
toes are available in most 
C.A.N. nurseries. As we say, 
these are among the things 
which may be planted now 
if you choose to interrupt 
your siesta . 

Gn the other hand, there 
are a few maintenance jobs 
that the careful gardener 
will definitely not wan,t to 
postpone. Lawn care is 
something that rewards us 
with real pleasure. Run¬ 
down lawns, like rugged 
flower beds are no fun to 
live with and unnecessary 
as well. Cutting, watering, 
feeeding and weeding are 
not time consuming when 
regularly attended to. They 
much difference.
